HUNGKUNG <DAILY PRESS, - 


GERMAN SHIPPING SUBSIDIES 
THEIR EFFECT ON HONGKONG: - 


The report of the Commission appointed 
hy the Au-tralian Minister ci Trade 
shows how German subsidized lines had, 
ousted their Britizh compcetitora. 

It is shown how the German Hine of 
ships ranning from Hongkong to Sydney 
was in Girect connection with the main 
lines from CGerv.any to Sydney, and Ger- 
many to Uoagkong, so that cargo could 
be iaken from or to either Sydney or 
‘Hongicng to suit the convenience of the 
inn lings or stean ers to, Europe or the 
Nocal dine, and nut only easure quicker 
passage, but enable steamers to cbtain a 
inller cargo ut elie end as required. 
There wes no Bililar arrangement be- 
tween British chips. 

The Conunission point out that by a 
Law of June 10th, 1914, the Chancellor 
of the German Empire received power 
to subsidize for fiiteon years the postal 
services of the Empire with the Far East, 
Australian, and the Gorman possessiona in 
the Pacife, the subsidy to be paid to a 
urrihan company, and the total sum of 
the subsidy to 4 1,300,000 marks 
(£65,000), : }

The war put o stop to these projects, 
but Usecy provids a useful warning. 


SBIPBUILDING IN SHANGHAI. 


Sir L. Chiozza Money, Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Shipping, 
replying to. Mr. Stewart, in the House of 
Commons, on October 22nd, said that 
facilities for building merchant ships in 
Shanghai hud been fully avniled of for 
the construction of British ships so far 
as steel could be spared from Great Bri- 
tain. Contracts had been made with’ the 
Shanghai Dock and Enginoering Co. for 
three standird steamers uf 5,000 tona dead 
weight cach, for which the material "was 
already on its way, It was understood 
that the Amerizan Government had made 
a contract with the Kiang Nan Dock and 
Engincering Works, Shanghai, for the 
construction of fuur cargo vesels of 
10.000 tons each, with the option of oight 
additional steamers cf the same tonnage, 
bul the Shipping Controller was not 
aware whether any of these vesela had 
yet been Jaid) down. Licences for the 
export of shipbuilding matorials had been 
Granted fcr certain neutral vessels, time- 
chartered to the Allies, with a view to 
clearing the berths for steamers to be 


built. for the account of his Majesty’s 
Guvernment. 


, TUE BISHOP IN FUKIEN, 


GONSECRATION AT LAMBETH 
-PALACE,

The coneecration of the Rev, John 
Hind, D.D., as Bishop in "Fukien, took 
place on October 18th, 8t. Luke’g Day, at 
the chapel of Lambeth Palace. Tho 
Archbishos of Canterbury was «assisted 
by the Bishops of Gloucester, Dover 
Jamaica, and Bishop Montgomery, an 
in the chapel were the Rev. LI. Lloyd, 
the Secretary of the Fukien Misaion, Dr. 
Lanson, of the Medical Mission, Sir 
Robert Williams, President of tho 
C.M.8., Mrs, Randali Davidson, Mr. 
Hind (tho Bishop’s father), and many 
other frienda 

The sermon wag preached by the Rev. 
Cc. C. B. Bardsley, of the C.M.8., from 
the words ‘ Have faith in God,” Bt. 
Mark xi., 22. After alluding to the an- 
cient and unique history of the Chine 
the popeful outlook a few years ago ‘and 
the prevailing disruption of the prosént 
time, only faith in God could enable'us 
to hopo for the future of. the Chureh, in 
China, which had already been rith! in 
martyr seed. Tuan Shih-kai has’ eaid 
that while Confucius had giveni. the 
Chinese principles, Christianity ‘alone 
could give the power to carry them ont. 
After paying a tribute to the wisdom, 
humility, and devotion of Bishop Rico, 
the preached referred to the silent train- 
ing which had prepared Dr. Hind for the 
work to which he was called, and happily 
foretold that the:Church in Fukien would 
realise that ‘‘ there wag o man sent from 
God whose name was John” in the new 
leader set apart that day. The need of 
more European miesionaries was still 
urgent, but they would all realise that 
they must decrease, while the native 
ministry must increase. The aim was ,to 
establsh a native Church in all its 
fulness, and only eo could the .Chinese 
nation become a Christian one, ;'The 
generosity of the native, Obristians 
altogether put us to shame.- -

CANTON’S ENVOY TO BUROPE. 


Dr. Wong Ching-ting, Speaker of the 
Canton Parliament, has reported that

to the Peace Conference in Europe. Tac 
Military Government has accordingly 
convencd a meeting to discuss the ques- 
tion. We learn that Dr. Wu Ting-fong, 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen, Wong Ching-ting, 
Wong Shiu-ming, and Wu Chiu-shu (Dr. 
Wu's son) arg to be appointed for the 
mission. 


TURES IN CHINA. 

The Minister of Forcign Affaire in 
Peking has wired to various provinces 
stating that the Dutch Minister has re- 
quested the Peking-Government to allow 
him to take over charge of the Turks and 
their interests in China, but the Govern- 
anent hag refused. 


OMINESE IN GERMANY. 

The authoritics have received a cable 
from Peking stating that the Chinese who 
were interned in Germany have been re 
lensed since the armistico was signed, 
They are in o state of starvation, funda 
muat be, sent to them for their return. 


SHORTAGE OF RICE, 

it 18 reported that, owing to the 
shortage of food in Russia, tho Japanese 
are sending rice to that country, vid 
horea, and the north borders of China. 
The stocks of rice arc, therefore, short, 
and the price is very high. It is feared 
that the poor in the Southern provinces 
will create trouble unless the authorities 
place o restriction upon the exportation 
of rice. 

THE PROVINCIAL ASSEMBLY. 

Te members of the Provincial Assom- 
bly have ignored the Civil-Governor's 
order.to them not to hold any morg meet: 
ings until the Assembly is opencd with 
new members., They purposely held a 

cial meeting yesterday, and it is an 
nounced that they have elected Sung Yi- 
min, ag Chairman and two others ns Vice- 
Chairmen of the Assembly. The Civil- 
Governor has learnt of this and is pro- 
posing to dea} with the matter 

The Military Government is urged to 
explain within three dayg the reason why 
a Peking order, for the election of new 
memberg to the Provincial Assembly, in 
to be complied with when the .province 
ig said to have declared its independenco 
of Peking.

SOLDIERS’ RELIEF FUND.

THE OPIOM AGREEMENT. 


In the House of Commons, on October 
17th, Mr, Gershom Stewart asked the 
Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs 
whether the stipulations of our 
agreement with China in regard 
to the cessation of the opium 
trade are being carried out by the Chines 
Government, and whether there has been 
any increase in the local production of 
opium in China since tho Indian import 
has ceaeed. : , 

Lord Robert Cecil: The last six Pro- 
vinces remaining open to the introduc- 
tion of Indian opium under ‘the 1911 
Agreement wero examined in August, 
1917, and reported free from opium cul- 
tivation. The 1911 Agreement terminated 
on December 3ist, 1917. His Majesty's 
Government have -reqived no official 
information of any-increase in the local 
production of opium in. China since tho 
termination of that Agreement and the 
cessation of the Indian import.

They found the 
man referred to bub were unoble to charge 
him as there was no prima facie evidence 
against him. The boy cacaped, but was 
arrested at the Hongkong Theatre. The 
money had not been recovered. 

Defendant stated that he was on orphan 
and bad come from the Shiro-Shima dis- 
trict... He took the money to go to Japan. 

Sergeant Blackman gave it a9 his 
opinion that the boy was ignorant of the 
value of the money he had stolen. He 
did not know the differenco between a 
$10 note and o $100 note. Defendant, 
who had o quantity of toys, had evidently 
beon tricked by a shop assistant, who 
might have given change for po instead 
of for the $100 tendored! by the boy. 

» Mr. Wood said he would consider the 
matter, and remanded defendant in Polico 
custody till Wednesday.

has often become the warrior chief of a 
tribe The nalues of Boadicea, and Joan 
of Are reinind us of woten who have 
fought in battle. The men who overthrew 
the Roman Empire were accompanied by 
thar wonen om their march from the 
North. Pietures of the romantic Anglo- 
Saaan settiora in Ainerica, drawn to enter- 
tun our youthful hours, show us the 
women ino the Jog hut loading and even 
firing the muskets of husband or sons. 
But many thousands of years before that 
time primeval man and woman wandered 
about and shared the perils and the plea 
Bures of the nomadic fe together, 

Via inevitable that woman must either 
beaceo worker with man or tend to become 
a parasite, We must have before ua 
either the early Greek ideal of physical 
and nental evfture, ar that of the Shah 
of Pore. the women too unintelligent to

In the great ordeal of the war the 
worth cf Urituin justified the position 
which they have always gecupied. Lt in 
only an che lust few decades that there has 
been any question about their work 
fivenGion and knowledge changed agri 
ousture ail industry; manual labour was 
replaced by muchinery. The spinning 
wheels are broken; in a& thousand huge 
factories steam driven looms guided by 
a few hundreds of thousand of handa 
produce the clothings of half the world. 
sae hovy and the grind-stones are gone ; 
steant ploughs the land and shapes our 
bread. The rosy milk-maids have passed 
awuy and ure replaced by the mechanical 
ereuhh separator 

We cannot reverse the wheels of. time, 
nor do we wish for the stream: of tite to 
Mow backwards. Machinery and the cap- 
tive metor forers of pature have taken 
the place of human hund and foot, There 
in no carthly reason why woman shal] wot 
toke her place side by side with man in 
the new age of the workshops ; indeed ; sho 
hus done sa already. 

About nine months ago a woman read 
a paper before the Institution of Mechuni- 
val fingineers, She expressed her Depry. 
ciation of the compliment accorded to her, 
especially ax the request preceded — the 
passage through Parliament of the mea- 
sure giving the franchise to women. 

At that time (March 19th, 1918) there 
were roughly speaking about | 1,000,000 
wonton employed in Great Britain on the 
production of munitions of war. Indeed. 
a large caployer of labour, Mr. William 
Allen, said that 14 million woinen who 
“had not been away from their homes 
before went into the workshops. Prac- 
tically all of those women worked in 
engineering shops gnd the introduction of 
this new type of Jabour produced many 
new probletas, which, after a timo, were 
happily solved in the national interest. 

Afthough for some years women have 
earned wages in factories, at the begin- 
ning of the war it was an exceptional 
thing for women to be omployed as gen- 
eral wachinists and fitters in engineering 
shops.

I), is stall true that neither a man or a 
woman can becume a fully skillec work- 
shop mechanic under a period of (say) 4 
yenrs, and that, Jong training is still 
necessary for ceftain types of labour. 
But great care was taken that high 
skilled lnbour was not employed on work 
which can be done equafly well with the 
lowest grade of labour. 

Women have gencrally been found to 
he accurate and conscientious workers 
They acquired a higher degree of accuracy 
quicker than men through possessing & 
finer sense of touch, It has also been 
demonstrated that women are responsible 
workers; that is, thal they can be trusted 
with confidence to carry out finishin 
processes on Jarge and costly work, an 
they can manipulate high-speed and heavy 
machinery such as driving jarge cranes 
in whieh there is a certain aneasure of 
risk. 

For heavy engineering work women 
safely handled pices weighing up_ to 
GUlbs., and although they have done 
heavier work with the help of special lift- 
ing tackle and handling devices, yet it 
was found that they often would not take 
the trouble to use the tackle and so they 
overtaxed their strength. However, it 
was on repetition work of a fairly light 
character that the women workers broke 
all the records uf output. Some of this 
repetition work demanded skilled labour.

In addition to the early objections by 
the employers who were projudiced or did 
not want troubles in their workshops thero 
were the trade unions. In the pre-war 


days many men did not like the idea of 
the competition of woman labour an 
thoy tried to exclude them from the shops. 
When these difficulties were overcome the 
Ministry of Munition irritated em- 
ployers by insisting on good cloak-room 
accommodation and generally insisting 
upon what is now known as ‘ welfare 
work.” That has been one of the great 
gains of the war. Woman has elevated 
the atmorphere of the factory as sho 
raised the tone of social life. In Britain 
at the end of last century drunkenness had 
disappeared since women dined with men, 
and the men followed them to the drawipg 
room. We are all of us influenced’ by our 
surroundings. Tho garish gin palaco 
which is auch a magnet 10 the slum dweller 
only attracts hy the contrast of light and 
warmth with the dreariness of the slum 
home. This welfare work initiated chicfly 
by women inspectors has .domonstrated 
that it actually pays to have healthy 
workers. Thero is a great contrast be- 
twecn the design and arrangements of the 
new war-shops with those of the preceding 
decades. he men have fitted 
immensely by the new views about tho 
effects of surroundings upon work. 

It would be tedious to enumerate the 
actual processes carried out by women, 
but as every one is more or less interested 
in motor-cars and: acroplanes it may be 
mentioned that they were very good in 
machining the parta of the engines. That 
class of, work needs great accuracy and 
women rapidly got into the habit of check- 
ing work to within one-ten thousandth 
part of an inch. The intricacies of fine 
measuring instruthents were quickly 
understood hy women. The body-work of 
motor-lorries, motor-cars, as well as 
upholstering and trimming, are not 
thought suitable for women, nor have they 
been employed on these for the regsons 
that the carpentering on lorry bodice is 
considered to be too heavy. 

1t has been possible onty to give a few 
sketches of the remarkable changes that 
have come about in our national life and 
I am not unconscious that these may 
appear a little blurred. But the pictures 
have been drawn with an object deeper 
than that of entertaining this audience 
for a few minutes. There is something 
that must gradually impress itself on 
the mind of anyone who cares to think 
about it, and I want to use the picturds 
to make a few suggestions. The first ‘one 
is that the Anglo-Saxon race has a very 
great record, and that it has also a very 
great opportunity.

You 
havo in you the blood of the womanhood 
that was never bought and never sold, 
that wore no veil, that tolerated no bind 
ing on the feet nor soul ; but who realised 
the ideal of marriage that is companion- 
ship with your mon and equality in the 
duties, the labours, the joys and the 
sorrows of life. You are blazing the trail 
of freedom and cquaity for your weaker 
sisters of other nations. In peace and in 
war those women of the North stood side 
by sid® with tho men they loved, inspiring 
© warriors to chivalry, the artists to 
beauty, the inventors to imagination, the 
pocts to the music of the wor You h 


other inanimate objects 
: rather tho figure of the 
warrior maid, Brynhild, who, clad 
in helm and armour, | 80 inspired 
and counselled Sigard that he wrought 
Brent deeds. It ig still the old free 
ideal of the women of Northern Europe 
that is before the Anglo-Saxon world to- 
day. The battlefield is now in the work- 
shop, in the laboratory, in the study; in+ 
the haunts of commerce or the arcna of 
politics; and still you’ stand ready to 
help your men. Even in war tho brain 
of some woman chemist might be of more 
value than a thousand Goliaths. The 
sword is now sheathed, the pen is at 
work, tho head and the heart, not the 
muscles and arm, are the vital factor in 
life. So long as you maintain thoso 
glorious visions of the ideal, so long as 
you make us men lift up our eyes to the 
eky and “ hitch our wagon to the star ”’ 
the daco is safe.

Wherever He went men know 
that in all trouble and sorrow ag well as 
in all joy He cared for them. There is 
nothing in the world so saddening as the 
thought that no one carcs. How many 
a man hag given way to evil because he 
thought that no one caredt Christ 
always cared.

It 
gcems as if we are oficn easily roused ta 
compassion fur some sudden case of want, 
os in the case of refugees in the Creat 
War, but the cases of permanent want 
are apt to be taken for granted asx a 
necessary part of our social fabric, and 
they are allowed tu continue without an 
effort to relieve them. When we look out 
at the grinding poverty in which su many 
people live in this country, we must 
see that something is wrong with the con. 
ditions of life. When we see men and 
women working long hours for seven days 
a week, with no holidays and no rational 
reereations, we sce a state of things which 
cries aloud for change and improvement. 
How dare we call ourselves Christians, 
and bo willing that so many of our 
follow men and women should live ao 
toilsome life of perpetual labour, while 
we bave our weekly holidays and half 
holidays? We must realise that a’ state 
of society which condemns vast multi 
tudes tu a dreary monotonous life, a life 
w. och leaves ne time or oppurtunity for 
self-improvement, such a plate of society 
ig wrong, and wo ought not to rest con 
tent till at ig changed, 
Christ’s compassion for 
bereavement was shown by His three 
miracles of raising the dead. in cach of 
the three recorded cases of Christ calling 
the dead back to life, His reason for 
su duing was evidently compassion for 
the bereaved, and so we know that in our 
times of bereavement we have the compas- 
sion of Jesus. He can to-day, and He 
docs, “bind up the broken-hearted.”’ 
Our bitterest grief becontes enduruble 
when we have brought it lo Christ, and 
realised that He knows all about it and 
He feels for us. 
The perfection

of Christ's compassion 
wideness of its action. 
Nothing was tov small to call forth His 
help. On two occasions, you remember, 
He showed it by helping the disciples to 
catch fish. They were fishermen and they 
had toiled all night and taken nothing. 
No doubt they had often had similarly 
unsuccessful nights before, but Christ 
felt for them and helped. them. 

A lesser man might have overlooked 
their disappvintment but Jesus saw it 
and removed it, Again, on another 
occasion they were toiling and rowing 
against the wind when Jesus used His 
divine power to go to them that He might 
cheer them with His presence. Christ 
never disregarded the importance of 
mel things Qs We are s0 apt to do. It 
would not have been a vital matter if the 
wine had failed at the wedding at Cana, 
but it would have reflected on the hospita- 
lity of the’ giver of tho feast, so Jesus 
used His power to furnish a fresh supply 
of wine, and no one but the servants an 
the Blessed Virgin Mary knew how 
nearly the host had been put the shame. 
What a lesson Christ taught us by that 
miracle! He showed us how to be self- 
effacing in our good deeds. 

Again, Christ abounded in compassion 
for penitent simers. He could be hard 
and stern with the self-righteous and im- 
penitent, but Hg was all compassion for 
those who were sorry for their sin. Think 
of the story of the woman who wag 
sinner washing Christ's feet with her 
tears in the house of Simon the Pharisce, 
Christ sgw the sorrow of her heart, and 
He was all cémpassion. He looked per- 
chance back on her past life and saw its 
pitiful story, and He forgave her sins. 
Or think again of tha penitent robber on 
the Cross beside Jcsug a3 He hun; 
dying. He had lived a sinful life, an 
even on the Cross he had joined in the 
jeers and taunts against the Christ, but 
ng he hung there and marked the noble. 
bearing of -the suffer on the central 
Cross, hig mind changed, he thought 
there might be some truth in the mes- 
sianic claims of his fellow sufferer and 
he said ‘ Jesus, remember me when Thou 
comest in thy Kingdom,’”’ and at once 
there came ‘tho answer. ‘ To-day shalt 
thou be with me in Paradise.” There is 
no sinner, however deeply sunk in sin, 
who ia outside the compassion of Christ, 
if only he turns and repents of his sin. 
Bin always brings its own punishment, 
sooner or later, and as Jesus sees the 
sinner groaning under that punishment 
He longs to fold him in tho arms of His 
compassion, ‘‘ Come unto Mo all ye that

herever there is need or pain or

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CHINESE CAPITAL IN 
HONGKONG. 


The following is a true atory of money 
made rapidly in the Colony of Hongkong. 
A certain European had a sum of £600 
remitted to him three-or four years ago. 
The dollar was then at about two shillings 
and 580 omitting fractions fur the sake 
of simplicity, the European had about 
$6,000." He decided to build a house and 
he persuhded somecone—-prubably a lucal 
bank to advance him $10,000, He had a 
very guod knowledge of local contractors, 
and it is therefore possiblg that he was 
turtunate in perauading a contractor to 
build his house for the inclusive sum of 


$16,000. No sooner had the contract been 


fet than the cost of building, capecially 
of all woud-work, increased, and simul 
taneously the value of household property 


increased. [np addition, largely owing tu 


the unrest in Seuth China, the influx 
of Chinese citizens and Chinese moncy 
into Hongkong became greaur and 
And then, whon the dollar had 
risen in value to 3/3d., the European 
had an offer from a Chinese gentleman 
who wished to live in a modern house 
built, according to European ideas. He, 
therefore, sold his property for %2¥,000. 
Having paid back to the mortgagee the 
borruwed $10,000, he converted the re- 
maining 817,000 into sterling at 3/3d., 
obtaining £2,637. Thus in about four 
_ years his original £600 had been multi- 
plied moce than four-fold, 

Of course, the European wag lucky to 
obtain such beneficial exchange fluctua 
tion, but even without that he would 
have made a very handsome profit. And 
the reason is quite simple; it is the old 
law of supply and demand. For ‘in 
recent yeary the Chinese have demanded 
Kuropean residences in the Colony of 
Hongkong and they have also desired to 
invest their money in the place. It is 
both of these facts which is so important 
for the prosperity of Hongkong. It is 
one more piece of evidence that we are 
at the commencement of a period of 
extraordinary industrial activity in the 
Colony. For the Chinese have discovered 
that their capital is safe and they can 
obtain food interest. 

It should be remembered that the days 
of the limited liability company in Great 
Britain are comparatively recent. 
fore those days the savings of people who 
were not interested in a business of their 
own almost automatically went into 
house property. It was the era of build. 
ing socictics. 
have building societies, but there are 
public- companics which own propertics 
and the shares may be, and aro bought 
by, Chinese. 

At the beginning of the local ‘ boom ” 
in property the Chinese from Canton 
thought mostly of their own places of re- 
sidence in the Colony, although some 
bought roperty a8 an investment. They 
had probably heard something vf the story 
of how tho ox-compradore, who is now 
Bir Robert Ho Tung, laid the founda- 
tions of his fortanc—he is popularly sup- 
posed to be a@ sterling millionaire—by 
uying up property in Hongkong from 
British ownors who had retired. Tho 
absentee lgndiords were probably not as 
well aware og he was of tho incrensing 
demand for rooms, shops and tenements. 
Whatever the reason, the fact remaing 
that during the last ten years enormous 
sums of money have been invested by the 
Chinese in property in Hongkong. 

Most of tho available building sites 
near the city of Victorian aro already 
oceupied. There is, of course, the pro- 
ject of further reclamation at West Point, 
but that will take some yeara, There is 
practically nothing left on‘ tho sea-lovel 
and anywhero the cost of preparing the 
sites is now very much greater than it 
used to be for there is much out- 
ting and filling to be done. And tho 
authorities of tho. Public Works Dopart- 
ment of tho Government are much more 
difficult to pleasc. That is an advantage 
to the community, perhaps, but it is also 
a reason why buildings are now more 
costly to erect. 

BRECULATLON BAMPANT.

More than a million dollarg wall

LOCAL INDUSTIUES. 

Another piver of evidence which reveals 
the increasing confidence of Chinese 
capitalists in the Colony of Hongkong os 
supplied by the local share market 
British investors have had two ticentives 
causing them tu sell focal shares Tn the 
first place the many appeals te then 
patriotism have caused them to invest in 
war loans. In the second place, all of 
them have one eye fixed on the day when 
they van retire, and when they can setth 
down to a well-earned rest ‘at home“ 
The exceptionally high rate of exchange 
hug tempted many of them to well thet 
dollar shares and to invest in sterling 
sceuritics. A 

A natural result would be a” slump 
of dollar shares, and yet quite the reverse 
hag happened. The reasons are that all 
of the local dollar companics have god 
yeara and good halance sheets to show, 
and, more importaol still, the Chinese 
have demanded the shares 

Let us take, merely ag an example of 
a local industry, the shares of the Hong 
kong Electric Supply Company About 
eighteen months ago, when the lucut 
dollar was at about 2/Gd. it was possible 
to buy those shares (originally issued it 
$10 and at one ‘time quoted at $2.50) for 
something lvas than $60. Now that tho 
local dollar stands at g/a4d, the shares 
are more than $60, Thus in «bout 
eighteen months the sterling value of the 
shares have increased from £6 5s vd, to 
£10 2a, Gd., or even morc. : 

If that were an isolated case it would, 
of course, be accounted for by some pecu 
liar circumatancy or the sagacity of the 
directors. The concern is, of course 
financially very sound; but the point of 
the illustration is that it is an indication 
of the fact that the Chincse are anxious 
to invest their moncy in local industrial 
concerns. , 

The next phase is commencing A 
flourishing tobacco factory 14 floodiig 
South China with cigarettes, competing 
successfully with the largest Huropean 
tobacco trust, and’making handsome pro- 
fits. There are local knitting factorics 
run entirely by Chinese and millions of 
pairs of sucks are made in those factories. 
That sort of thing must inevitably 
spread. Hongkong ig attracting, not 
only Chinese money, but Chinese enter- 
prise. The Cantonese know of the largo 
fortunes amassed by their relatives in 
Bingapore and the Straits Settlements, 
under the protection of the British flag. 
They appreciate the valuc of that protec: 
tion in the Colony of Hongkong, In- 
disputable evidence Of that fact is 
furnished by the many local enterprises 
in which they invest their money an 
energy.—Far Eastern Review.
